Cleveland, g. C, May 18.—The 


tragedy th&t swept oat the lives 
of a considerable portion of this 
little village came with horrible 
suddenness1 fast night. 


Farmers and their 
families 


had gathered in to be entertained 
by their cHildrpn at the school 
festival. The little building was 
tiroftrded. Bvery one was gay. 
The exerciser were under way 
when the snjr of between 300 and 
400 spectators loosened the nail 
or hook holding thfc lamp, the 
little school's only system of 
lig'it. 
In ait instant, with the 


crash of the exploding lamp the 
scene was ttfrned into a terrible 
holocaust 


Burninjf oil spread and those 


nearest to tfte spot were buined 
to death. 


"It was the most heart-rending 


sight I cveV <saw," Sergeant Sil- 
toli said. *When I got thtere Uw 
school hodse was one mass of 
flatticS. Ptfeple1 were screaming 
and grouning. Thosb whd had 
gotten out were trying to get 
back in to Release, those jammed 
m the doorway. We thed to get 
them ouf frat the fire burned so 
fast it was no use. Tftie btfiMmg 
burned lil^e tinder. IPeopl« who 
jumped out of the windows near- 
ly all had broken bones Some 
did not pay attention to their in- 
juries when they rrmembcml 
rhihlicn or othei loveil ones left 
behind in the burning biiTklmjr. 
You could- not get all tht, factb 
about it foV a long time the sur- 
vivors berttfc Crazed by tho ter- 
rible scene.

tims were- laid in rows on the 
ground as tney1 were brought out 
of the ruins. Hundreds of peo- 
ple came hunting tb*ir 
folks 


The scene was terrible. A good 
many of the bodies were nothing 
but charred bones 
It was piti- 


ful to'see people digging among 
heaps of_Jblackened bones, hunt- 
ing for a ring or something to 
identify 
the body. You would 


see a woman hunting and then 
she would scream and faint. Ev- 
eiybody knew everybody else. 
People went about in a frenzy 
and half crazed by the tcrriblfr 
disaster. 
"The folks who were in that hall 
were country people, fanners ar* 
quiet folks who we^e proud of 
the work their children did at
